Change due 
to difficulty 
in marketing 
vaccine: CMO

Alberta Health is lowering its 
flu immunization goal this 
year as it continues to fail at 
meeting its targets to vaccin¬ 
ate Albertans. 

During the 2014-15 flu sea¬ 
son, Alberta Health Services 
vaccinated 30 per cent of Al¬ 
bertans, falling short of its 
goal to inoculate 45 per cent 
of the population, according 
to the organization’s statistics. 

For the 2015-16 season, the 
health authority hopes to see 
40 per cent of Albertans vac¬ 
cinated. 

Chief Medical Officer Dr. 
Ada Bennett said it’s been 


difficult to market the vaccine 
to Albertans who don’t have 
medical issues, resulting in 
the low immunization num¬ 
bers. 

“It’s hard to sell something 
to people who aren’t sick,” she 
said. “It’s like trying to sell 
house insurance to someone 
who hasn’t had their home 
flooded.” 

She said Alberta Health 
lowered the rate to 40 per 
cent from 45 because it wants 
to keep its costs low and not 
waste the vaccine supply. 

In fact, it will cost the prov¬ 
ince $12.7 million to purchase 
the flu vaccine this year, up 
$200,000 from $12.5 million 
last year, Bennett said. 

She added the health au¬ 
thority will deliver better mar¬ 
keting strategies before the 
vaccine will be administered 
to the public on Oct. 20. 

But the influenza vaccin¬ 
ation rate for AHS employ¬ 
ees — which include doctors 
and nurses — can also be im¬ 
proved, she said.

Both the taxi industiy and Uber 
plan to express their opposition 
to a proposed ride-sharing bylaw 
Wednesday, each with rallies. 

On Wednesday, city council 
will debate its new vehicle-for- 
hire bylaw, which was aimed at 
making it easier for companies 
like Uber to operate. 

But neither the company or 
taxi businesses 
approve of it. 

For its part, 
the taxi industiy 
isn’t impressed 
with the pro¬ 
posed bylaw and 
is calling for a de¬ 
lay in the hear¬ 
ing. If it doesn’t 
get it, taxi representatives told 
Metro they’ll protest or possibly 
strike. 

Pascal Ryffel, with government 
relations firm Alberta Counsel, 
which is now working with the 
taxi industiy, said his group is 
disappointed its views weren’t 
heard. 

“We definitely want to make 
sure that city councillors and 
city administration know that 
this is a serious issue for the in¬ 
dustiy,” he said. 

Ryffel said drivers are plan¬ 
ning a rally at 11 a.m. Wednes-

day because they want council 
to know their financial survival 
is at stake. 

And just a half-hour later, Uber 
is planning to do the exact same. 

The ride-share company plans 
to rally at 11:30 a.m. at Sir Win¬ 
ston Churchill Square to show 
its own opposition to the bylaw. 

Uber has implied that, with¬ 
out significant changes to the 
proposed bylaw, they may have 
to leave the city. 

Regardless of the opposition, 
Coun. Andrew Knack said the 
city is moving 
ahead with its 
new rules. 

“I don’t see 
a need to delay 
the taxi hear¬ 
ing,” he said. 
“We provided 
opportunity to 
the taxi indus¬ 
tiy. We provided opportunities 
to the transportation network 
companies like Uber to come 
out and work with this. 

“Unfortunately neither chose 
to do that constructively.” 

Ryffel said taxi drivers are still 
considering larger protests or 
even strikes, but hope the city 
will instead work with the in¬ 
dustiy on better rules. 

“That is definitely a possibility 
down the road,” he said. “We are 
just taking it one day at a time, 
because it is always the aim of the 
industiy to work with council.” 


A proposed city bylaw that will be debated this week was 
supposed to make both Uber and the taxi industry happier — It 
hasn't. Instead, both services are planning public rallies in 
opposition as council moves the motion forward.

Entrepreneurs 
revive junk food 
delivery service

There’s nothing like a quarter 
pounder with cheese. 
Especially at 3 a.m. 

But since the world’s largest 
fast-food chain still doesn’t 
deliver in most parts of Can¬ 
ada, two Edmonton entrepre¬ 
neurs started Snack Attack, 
an online junlc-food service 
that eliminates the injustice 
of driving to get your snack 
on in the middle of the night. 

After picking your fatty 
poison from their website — 
options include McDonald’s 
menu items, chocolate bars, 
chips, pop, cigarettes, candy 
— Snack Attack will deliver 
them to your door between 
8 p.m. and 4 a.m. on Fridays 
and Saturdays. There’s a flat 
delivery fee of $4.99 for orders 
of less than $50, and the com¬ 
pany accepts cash or credit 
cards. 

“If you’re hungry and want 
something and don’t want to 
put on pants, you can just call 
us and we’ll bring it to you,” 
said Snack Attack founder 
James Gray. 

The business started five 
years ago but took a two- 
year hiatus until this week¬ 
end, when Gray passed the 
calorie-laden torch to friend 
Philip Solo. 

Gray doesn’t eat much junk 
food anymore but still sees 
potential in the future of the 
business under Solo’s watch. 


Two years ago, Snack At¬ 
tack had three drivers and 
a dispatcher handling 25 to 
30 calls, generating $500 in 
sales a night. Solo said this 
past weekend, the first since 
the relaunch, 
was “crazy” with 
deliveries, add¬ 
ing he is already 
planning on hir¬ 
ing another driv¬ 
er. 

“James is 
the Godfather, 

Marlon Brando- 
type figure, and 
I’m the fresh 
blood,” Solo said 
of the business. 

“People always talk about how 
they wish McDonald’s would 
deliver. This is like the biggest 
hole in the market, pretty 


much.” 

Solo said top sellers include 
orange and grape slushies and 
McCain’s Deep and Delicious 
frozen chocolate cakes, which 
are ordered about two or three 
times a night. 

Solo wants 
to expand the 
business into 
wee knight 
delivery and 
include more 
in-demand items 
— like the “Mc- 
Gangbang,” a 
Junior Chick¬ 
en sandwiched 
between a Mc- 
Double. 

“I think it would be legend¬ 
ary,” Solo said. “It’s a calorie- 
infested thing. But I don’t 
judge.” 


Snackattack.ca is dormant 
on weekdays, with the front 
page only holding a count¬ 
down timer and a YouTube 
video for a techno song 
called Laid Back Snack At¬ 
tack. 

Stock art of Skittle candy 
colours the background. 

But come Friday at 8 p.m., 
the timer vanishes and a list 
of menu items appears in its 
place. 


Solo, a musician who de¬ 
scribes himself as “entrepre¬ 
neurial” yet “unemployed 
and lazy,” isn’t sure about 
the legalities of delivering 
McDonald’s. 


Snack Attack drivers will 
deliver anywhere in the city. 

"There is a set list of 
things," founder James Gray 
said. 

"You can pick what types 
of drinks you want, chips, 
candy bars, McCain Deep 
and Delicious cakes. Every¬ 
body loves those for some 
reason. They see that and 
think, 'I need that, right now, 
at 2 a.m.'" 


He’s just happy to put a Mc- 
Smile on hungry faces. 

“I’m trying to make it a big 
thing in Edmonton and see 
where it goes from there,” 
he said. 


Oilfield security firms say they’ve 
been dealing with more trouble¬ 
makers in recent months, with 
the crude price cratering and 
bringing drilling activity and jobs 
down with it. 

Thieves have been nabbing 
diesel, generators and other 
odds and ends that aren’t bolt¬ 
ed down from oilfield sites, 
said Joden Dorner, security 
operations manager at Pros¬ 
pector Energy Services Inc. in 
Bezanson, Alta., in the prov¬ 
ince’s northwest. He’s also seen 
lcicked-in doors and broken 
windows. 

“There has been a little bit 
of equipment theft, but most¬ 
ly things under $10,000,” said 
Dorner, whose firm provides on¬ 
site guards and surveillance. “It’s 
all minor theft and vandalism 
as of now.” 

But he said those sorts of calls 
have been increasing “steadily” 
since spring. Year-over-year, he 
figures, those instances are up by 
about a quarter. “If this keeps on 
going at this rate, I would think 
it would double by next spring.” 

The oilpatch has been strug¬ 
gling through a downturn in 
crude prices since late last year, 
with the U.S. benchmark hov¬ 
ering at around $45 US a barrel. 
This time last year, it was more 
than twice as much. The Can¬ 
adian Association of Petroleum 
Producers estimates that at least 
35,000 jobs have been lost in Al¬ 
berta’s oil-and-gas sector this year. 

Danish Tahir, an operations 
manager with Security Services 
Group, said his firm has been 
dealing with copper-wire theft 
at construction and oilfield sites 
lately. “The economy is a factor,” 
said Tahir, whose company con¬ 
trols access to sites and screens 
employees at various locations 
throughout Alberta.

International-student rise 
not about revenue: U of A

Ziming Huang is from Beijing 
and in his final year of indus¬ 
trial design at the University 
of Alberta. It’s a degree that 
his family back home is pay¬ 
ing dearly for. 

He’s one of about 7,000 inter¬ 
national students studying at the 
U of A who pay full tuition, as 
all international students do. In¬ 
deed, in Huang’s case, tuition for 
this semester alone is $11,000 
— compared to just $2,660 for 
domestic students in the same 
program. 

The gap between what the 
two pay and the increasing num¬ 
ber of international students 
Canadian schools are accepting 
has led some to accuse universi¬ 
ties of seeking these students for 
their dollars in an era of budget 
pressures. 

It’s a charge that U of A 
president David Turpin said 
isn’t true.

“International student tuition 
is set at the level required to 
recoup the costs of educating 
that student and supporting 
international students on cam¬ 
pus,” Turpin said, in a statement 
Monday. 

“We recruit international stu¬ 
dents because, at its foundation, 
a great university offers an out¬ 
standing student experience... 
Our international students add 
a depth and texture to the ex¬ 
perience that otherwise would 
not be here.” 

Regardless, the growth in 
international students is nota¬ 
ble at the U of A: in 2006, the 
university hosted about 2,700 
international students paying 
full tuition, or about seven per 
cent of the student body; by 
2014, that percentage had swol¬ 
len to 18 per cent. 

The provincial government 
subsidizes tuition for local stu¬ 
dents and all increases are regu¬ 
lated based on the consumer 
price index. International stu¬ 
dents are not given the same 
protection, though, and fees 
can be increased as the univer¬ 
sity pleases. 

“The reason the universities 
can (increase international stu¬ 
dent fees) is because the govern¬ 
ment lets them,” said Navneet 
Khinda, president of the student 
union at the U of A. 

In December 2014, the uni¬ 
versity board of governors pro¬ 
posed a tuition increase of 2.2 
per cent. This July, the provincial 
government agreed to provide 
a subsidy to cover that increase 
for Canadian students, but not 
for international ones. 

Huang is an only-child, but 
said if he had siblings, they 
would likely also study inter¬ 
nationally. 

“My parents mainly cover all 
my costs. I’m lucky in that way; 
they are not,” he said laughing.

Council 
gives poor 
youth free 
passes

City councillors moved to make 
it easier for disadvantaged 
youth to get around, with a 
pilot program offering up 100 
free transit passes. 

Councillors voted unani¬ 
mously to have administration 
create a program that will see 
the passes distributed through 
agencies like iHuman and 
others that work with youth. 

Geoff Clarke, with iHuman, 
said a lot of youth simply can’t 
afford the $3.20 fare — or the 
$250 fine — but to improve 
their situation they need to 
get around. 

“To get the supports they 
need, they have to hop on a 
train or get on a bus,” he said. 

Clarke said a fine from a 
peace officer can lead to a 
court appearance, and when 
the youth inevitably can’t pay, 
it leads to challenges in get¬ 
ting government documenta¬ 
tion, which they need to access 
other services. 

“This is one more unneces¬ 
sary barrier in their life. It’s 
a barrier for youth that are 
already at a disadvantage,” 
he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said pro¬ 
grams like this have a practical 
benefit but also show youth the 
city wants them to succeed. 

“I think this could be trans¬ 
formational for some of these 
young people, to know that the 
city cares enough about them 
to give them transportation.” 

The city also plans to of¬ 
fer training to peace officers 
that will allow them to use 
more discretion when writ¬ 
ing tickets.

Survey in works 
to determine 
Century Park 
users’ needs

It’s 11 a.m. and University of 
Alberta student Cristina Para 
has been circling the Century 
Park transit station parking lot 
for 10 minutes, anxious for a 
stall to open so she can get to 
class on time. 

She’s not the only one. A 
handful of other vehicles are 
slowly making their way up 
and down the dirt aisles. Driv¬ 
ers have their eyes peeled for 
someone to walk from the LRT 
station and back to their car. 

“I usually have to wait for 
people to leave,” Para said. “It 
can take 30 minutes depending 
on the next LRT that comes, 
and I usually ask if I can follow 
someone and take their spot.” 

The fourth-year University 
of Alberta student usually 
comes early to the lot at 111 
St. and 23 Ave., which fills to 
capacity by 7 a.m. 

But it’s been harder to find 
a parking spot since the Metro 
LRT line opened earlier this 
month, she said. She’s con¬ 
sidered paying for reserved 
parking at the Impark beside 
the lot, but there’s a wait 
list and it’s not growing any 
shorter. 

It’s not her only complaint 
about the 1,300-stall lot. 

“I don’t know if they can 


build a parkade or paved park¬ 
ing, because when it rains it 
gets muddy,” she said. “If there 
are lines, too, it would help, 
because people park reck¬ 
lessly.” 

These are valid concerns, 


city spokeswoman Jennifer 
Laraway said, but the conges¬ 
tion isn’t unusual at this time 
of year. 

“September is our busi¬

“(Stalls) are only $49 a 
month,” she said. “When you 
combine that with an $89 bus 
pass, it’s far cheaper than park¬ 
ing downtown.”

Trustee 
takes aim 
at risks of 
fentanyl 

An Edmonton Catholic school 
trustee wants students to learn 
about the risk of fentanyl this 
year, as she’s worried about the

Trustee Marilyn Bergstra said 
she heard from constituents over 
the summer about the issue and 
she believes students need the 
information to take care of them¬ 
selves. 

At the midway point of the 
year, 145 people had overdosed 
on fentanyl in Alberta. The drug 
is a powerful painkiller and is 
being sold to some users as a 
replacement for Oxycontin. 

Bergstra also wants to look 
at the possibility of schools be¬ 
ing stocked with Naloxone kits, 
which can prevent someone from

The Blue Revue: Dirty Movie 
Film Festival is back, showcasing 
the best amateur pornography 
produced by brave — and nude 
— Edmontonians. 

Produced by Edmonton al¬ 
ternative magazine Vue Weekly, 
this year is expected to be the

Like many videos 
at the festival, it’s not too hard¬ 
core and explores sexuality in a

creative way, he said. 

“I tried to take sex as a concept 
and explore it without making 
actual pornography,” he said. 
“People want to explore sexuality 
as a concept but don’t want to be 
too vulnerable. This is a way to 
explore that side of themselves 
in a public setting and feel safe 
about it.” 

Audiences should expect any¬ 
thing from hardcore to tender 
intimacy, Robertson said, with 
comedic videos being a popular 
submission eveiy year. 

“It’s more of a comedy festi¬ 
val with pom sprinkled in,” he 
said. “But there’s also legitimate 
pornography.”

Police investigate abduction 
of girl, 2, and father’s death

Close family friends are describ¬ 
ing a missing two-year-old girl 
as an absolute joy, “loved” by 
all those around her, as police 
hunt for her abductor and in¬ 
vestigate the suspicious death 
of her biological father. 

RCMP issued an Amber Alert 
in Alberta Monday afternoon, 
later expanding it to B.C. and 
Saskatchewan, after Hailey Dun- 
bar-Blanchette was abducted 
from a Blairmore, Alta, home 
around 3:30 a.m the same day. 

Family later called Crows- 
nest Pass RCMP to the home 
where they found the body of 
Hailey’s father, 27-year-old Teny 
Blanchette. 

RCMP are now investigating 
it as a homicide, in connection 
with the young girl’s disappear¬ 
ance. 

Corette Harrington of Spar- 
wood, B.C. said Hailey was 
around often and that she and 
her three daughters took the two- 
year-old in as one of their own. 

“Hailey was a big part of 
our family. She spent a lot of 
time with our family,” said 


Harrington. 

The Harringtons knew Terry 
and Hailey through their eldest 
daughter, who is close friends 
with Hailey’s biological mother, 
Cheyenne Dunbar. Hailey is also 
the namesake of one of Harring¬ 
ton’s daughters. 

She said the young girl was 
a joy to be around. 

“(Hailey) is loved by us and

everyone else. We just hope the 
family can be reunited with her 
and that we can find out who 
did this to Terry.” 

Harrington said the family 
has few details on the investi¬ 
gation as RCMP are keeping a 
tight lid on the scene as they 


probe for clues. 

RCMP have described a sus¬ 
pect vehicle, which they believe 
fled the home at a fast speed 
heading west. 

The vehicle is a newer model 
white van, with a large rear an¬ 
tenna and attached flag. 

“We are making an appeal to 
the public through the media 
and through the Amber Alert 
for any information with respect 
to this white van. Any suspect 
or suspects seen inside that van 
should not be approached by the 
public,” said Supt. Tony Hamori, 
assistant district commander 
for the southern Alberta RCMP. 

“We have been speaking to 
family members and we have 
spoken to Hailey’s mother and 
can certainly confirm that Hailey 
is not with her.” 

Other family and friends took 
to social media to lend support 
to the grief-striclcen family and 
share their warmest memories 
of Terry. 

“You were an amazing father, 
and I know that you died fight¬ 
ing for your daughter. We will 
find her, and we will let her 
grow up knowing her father 
was a hero,” said Angela Van 
Alstine on Faceboolc.

Balanced 
budget boosts 
electoral 
prospects 

Hard new numbers about the 
past performance of the econ¬ 
omy gave way to crystal-ball 
gazing Monday on the cam¬ 
paign trail as the major party 
leaders all took a shot at fore¬ 
casting the future. 

For Stephen Harper, weeks 
of buffeting bad news was 
washed away by a report tally¬ 
ing the final budget bottom 
line for the last fiscal year: a 
surprise $1.9 billion surplus. 

The timing of the 2014-15 
surplus announcement from 
Finance Canada — the first 
after six consecutive budget 
deficits — couldn’t be better 
for Harper, with the Conserva¬ 
tive, NDP and Liberal leaders 
set to face off later this week 
in a Calgary election debate 
on the economy. 

The shot of fiscal adrena¬ 
line had the prime minister 
in fine fettle at a Kamloops, 


B.C., campaign stop, where he 
brushed off the mild economic 
contraction that marked the 
first half of 2015 and asserted 
that robust growth and good 
budgetaiy times are ahead. 

“I see zero to little risk that 
we will have anything other 
than a surplus for the second

year in a row, based on the tra¬ 
jectory we are on,” said Harper.

year’s numbers, we know and 
we saw Mr. Harper underspend¬ 
ing and making cuts to Veter¬ 
ans Affairs, to Aboriginal Af¬ 
fairs, to seniors in the billions 
of dollars so that he could bal¬ 
ance the books in time for his 
election.” 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair, 
meanwhile, called the 2014-15 
surplus “good news for Can¬ 
adians and it shows that the 
NDP’s going to be starting off 
on the right foot by proposing 
to have a balanced budget, talk¬ 
ing to Canadians about what 
we can accomplish together 
in health care (and) quality, af¬ 
fordable $15-a-day child care.” 


Economic forecasts by cam¬ 
paigning party leaders are no¬ 
toriously self-interested and 
suspect. 

Harper was spectacularly 
wrong in October 2008 with 
his election campaign predic¬ 
tion that if Canada was going 
to suffer a recession, it would 
have happened by then. He 
also vowed not to run deficits. 

As it turned out, a devastat¬ 
ing global economic meltdown 
was already underway and the 
Conservatives were already in 
deficit en route to a $55.6-bil- 
lion shortfall in 2009-10 that 
was the largest in Canadian

INFLUENCE PEDDLING TRIAL 


A former top aide to Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper was trying 
to help a girlfriend leave her 
escort past behind when he got 
involved in trying to persuade 
the government to buy water 
systems from a company that 
employed her, a court heard 
Monday. 

Bruce Carson has pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of influ¬ 
ence peddling in a trial that 
Harper’s opponents are using 
to question the prime minis¬ 


ter’s judgment in making ap¬ 
pointments. 

The Ottawa court heard that 
Carson testified he was merely 
trying to help when he offered 
to assist an Ottawa-based com¬ 
pany, H20 Water Professionals, 
in getting meetings in 2010 and 
2011 with government officials. 

But Crown Attorney Jason 
Nicol told the Ontario Superior 
Court of Justice that Carson 
wasn’t some altruistic figure 
trying to help H20 Pros clinch 


a deal to sell water purification 
equipment to First Nations 
communities desperate to fix 
tainted water problems. 

Instead, Nicol said, Carson 
wanted to help his then-fian¬ 
cee, Michele McPherson, leave 
her former life as an escort. 

“It’s all about a pretty girl,” 
Nicol said as he read from the 
thick binders of evidence. 

Carson was a senior adviser 
to the prime minister from 
2006 tO 2008.

Jerusalem 
death spurs 
leader to act 

Israel’s prime minister will 
convene an emergency meet¬ 
ing over recent Palestinian at¬ 
tacks, an official at his office 
said Monday. 

Benjamin Netanyahu will 
consult with top ministers 
Tuesday night, after the Jew¬ 
ish new year holiday of Rosh 
Hashanah ends. 

The announcement came 
hours after an Israeli died after 
rocks were thrown at his car 
and violence erupted at Jerusa¬ 
lem’s most sensitive holy site 
for a second day. 

“The prime minister views 
with great severity the throw¬ 
ing of rocks and fire bombs 
against Israeli citizens and in¬ 
tends to fight the phenomena 
by all means, including increas¬ 
ing punishment and enforce¬ 


ment,” the official said, speak¬ 
ing on condition of anonymity. 

A 64-year-old Israeli, Alex¬ 
ander Levlovitz, died and two 
passengers were hurt after at¬ 
tackers in Jerusalem pelted 
their car with rocks. 

Police spokeswoman Luba 
Samri said the man was injured 
as he was driving home from a 
meal marking Rosh Hashanah 
and later died of his injuries. 
The identities of the attack¬ 
ers were not known, she said. 

Israeli media reported the 
driver lost control of the car 
following a heart attack, which 
might have been triggered by 
the rock-throwing. Officials 
did not confirm the reports. 

Later Monday, another Is¬ 
raeli was injured by Palestinian 
rock throwers on the outskirts 
of the Old City, police said. 
Earlier, police and Palestinian 
stone-throwers clashed for a 
second day at Jerusalem’s most 
sensitive holy site, revered by 
both Jews and Muslims.

ISIL group set to 
'franchise’ terror 


Morocco’s anti-terrorist investi¬ 
gative unit announced Monday 
that it had dismantled a mil¬ 
itant cell that was in contact 
with the Islamic State group 
and awaiting an expert to come 
train it to manufacture explo¬ 
sives. 

Morocco has been spared 
the militant attacks that have 
struck the rest of North Africa, 
but its security services fre¬ 
quently break up cells that are 
either sending recruits to fight 
in Syria and Iraq or planning 
attacks locally. 

“We had intelligence on the 
group so we reacted. It’s part 
of the Moroccan strategy of 
preemptive operations — we 
reacted in time,” said Abdelhalc 
Khiyam, head of Morocco’s 
Central Bureau of Judicial In¬ 
vestigation. 

Three members of the cell 
were arrested on Saturday in a 
safe house in the resort town 
of Essaouira, which is popular 
with surfers. Journalists were 
shown four pistols, a subma¬ 
chine gun, samurai swords 
and pepper spray confiscated 
from the men. 

There were also quantities of 
ammonium nitrate and sulfur 


which authorities said was to 
be used to make bombs. 

The group had named itself 
Jund Khilafa or Soldiers of the 
Caliphate in Morocco, echoing 
similarly named groups in Al¬ 
geria and Tunisia, but Khiyam 
said their only links appeared 
to be with Islamic State leaders 
in Syria and Iraq. 

Their weapons had been 
smuggled in from Algeria, he 
said. 

Since the anti-terrorist unit 
was formed in March, it has 
announced the dismantling 
of 15 terror cells. 

Mohammed Nifaoui, a mem¬ 
ber of the counter-terrorism 
group, said the cell repre¬ 
sents a departure from previ¬ 
ous groups that sought to first 
travel to Syria and Iraq to train. 
In this case, they were going to 
carry out attacks in the coun- 
tiy after being trained locally. 

“Normally, terrorists go to 
Syria to train and then come 
back here. Now there are ex¬ 
perts from the Islamic State 
who come,” he said. 

“It’s a kind of decentraliza¬ 
tion of jihad, like a franchis¬ 
ing.”

Suicide car bombers kil l at least 26 in Kurdish-held city 


Two car bombings, half an hour 
apart, killed 26 people Monday 
in a predominantly Kurdish 
city in northeastern Syria, the 
country’s state-owned media 
and activists reported. 


The Islamic State group 
swiftly claimed the attack. 

Among the victims of the 
explosions in the city of Has- 
salceh were a woman and her 
two children and several Kurd¬ 


ish fighters, according to the 
Britain-based Syrian Observa¬ 
tory for Human Rights. 

The Islamic State group said 
in a statement that its two sui¬ 
cide bombers targeted Kurdish 


fighters and pro-regime militias. 

The bombers struck in two 
different Hassalceh neighbour¬ 
hoods. The state news agency 
SANA said at least 21 died in a 
bombing in the busy Mahatta 


neighbourhood, adding that 
the number was likely to rise. 

The second bomber deton¬ 
ated his vehicle in Khashman 
district on Hassalceh’s northern 
outskirts, killing five people, 


including the woman and her 
children, SANA said. 

Hassalceh has seen repeated 
attacks by IS militants battling 
Kurdish and government forces 
for months, the associated press 
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Arsenic and Old Lace

Professor killed on 
university campus 


A professor was killed in his 
office at Delta State University 
in Mississippi, and investiga¬ 
tors are searching for another 
school employee in connection 
with the killing, officials said 
Monday. 

Cleveland Police Chief 
Charles “Buster” Bingham 
said authorities have identified 
Shannon Lamb as a “person of 
interest” in the shooting of his- 
toiy professor Ethan Schmidt. 
Lamb is no longer believed to 
be on the Delta State campus. 

Bingham also said police 
have information suggesting 
Lamb may have been involved 
in another slaying in the south 
Mississippi city of Gautier, 
about 580 kilometres away, 


where a woman was found dead 
in her home. 

The 3,500-student university 
was put on lockdown amid re¬ 
ports of an active shooter. Every¬ 
one on campus was told to take 
shelter, away from windows. 

Freshman Noah Joyner, 18, 
said he was shaken by the lock- 
down. Joyner hunkered down in 
a bathroom of his dorm build¬ 
ing and heard others desperate 
to get in when reports of the 
active shooter spread. 

“There were like people 
banging on the doors to have 
somebody let them in,” said 
Joyner, a swimmer at the col¬ 
lege. “It was pretty terrifying 
to hear people banging on the

Ruling parly picks 
rival to replace PM 


Australia’s ruling conserva¬ 
tives ousted beleaguered Prime 
Minister Tony Abbott as party 
leader Monday evening in a 
change that could signal a dif¬ 
ferent Australian response to 
climate change and allow for 
a more moderate agenda that 
could include recognition of 
gay marriage. 

Liberal Party members voted 
54 to 44 to replace Abbott with 
former party leader and Com¬ 
munications Minister Malcolm 
Turnbull, who had called for 
the leadership ballot just hours 
earlier amid flagging opinion 
polls for the two-year-old con¬ 
servative coalition government. 

Turnbull split his coalition 


and lost the party leadership 
in 2009 over his support for 
a then-Labour Party govern¬ 
ment’s proposal to make in¬ 
dustrial polluters pay for the 
carbon gas emissions that they 
produced through an emissions 
permit trading scheme. 

A coalition government 
under Abbott last year repealed 
a two-year-old carbon tax and 
replaced it with a policy of pay¬ 
ing industrial polluters 2.55 
billion Australian dollars ($1.8 
billion US) in taxpayer-funded 
incentives to operate more 
cleanly. 

The policy imposes no fi¬ 
nancial penalty for polluting.

Migrants at Hungaiy’s crowd¬ 
ed border crossings with Aus¬ 
tria and Serbia faced fear and 
uncertainty Monday as sev¬ 
eral European Union coun¬ 
tries beefed up border controls 
in a precedent that could gut 
the bloc’s cherished 
principle of free 
movement among 
most of its nations. 

While Hungar¬ 
ian police patrolled 
their border fence 
on horseback and 
workers uncoiled 
the razor-wire and 
steel mesh that 
would finish it, Austria, the 
Netherlands, the Czech Re¬ 
public and Slovakia all rushed 
to join Germany in tightening 
border controls. The efforts 
created significant pressure 
points as the flow of people 
fleeing violence at home and 
trekking through the Balkans 
showed no sign of abating. 

“Hurry up! They’re letting 
us through!” some shouted 
in Arabic at a checkpoint near 
Roszke, Hungary, as police 
blocked a rail line where thou¬ 
sands had entered the coun¬ 


try, funnelling the migrants 
to waiting buses. 

Elsewhere, bottlenecks de¬ 
veloped at the Austrian border 
town of Niclcelsdorf, where 
police said a highway had to 
be closed because up to 10,000 
migrants were crossing in from 
Hungary. Germany’s border 
checks also caused traffic jams 
Monday as long as 20 ldlo- 
metres on highways in Austria. 

German police said they will 
conduct rolling checkpoints on 
major roads coming from Aus¬ 
tria but will not check eveiy 
vehicle and driver for pass¬ 
ports. Hungaiy, however, was 
introducing much 
harsher border 
controls at mid¬ 
night — laws that 
could send smug¬ 
glers to prison and 
deport migrants 
who cut under 
Hungary’s new 
razor-wire border 
fence. 

Lacking a quick and com¬ 
prehensive policy answer, EU 
nations have begun tightening 
border security. But if every 
nation starts setting up border 
checks again, that undermines 
a cornerstone of the EU. When 
trucks, planes and trains can 
whiz through the continent 
without checks it creates a 
unified EU spirit — something 
that long fines at highway bor¬ 
der crossings and stalled trains 
near the frontier would quickly 
wipe away.

For the Steinfelds, a family of 
six living in the Toronto area, 
buying school supplies for their 
daughter heading into Grade 
1 wasn’t as simple as shop¬ 
ping for a knapsack and a few 
pencils. 

“Monster High pencils, My 
Little Pony erasers, Barbie- 
branded supplies is what she 
wants,” says Daniel Steinfeld, 
a local consultant and father 
of four children ages 6, 3, 2 
and two months. “As the kids 
get older, they increasingly 
want what’s ‘cool’ and we do 
our best to tiy to teach them 
the difference between needs 
versus wants.” 

School supplies are just the 
onset of expenses that drain 
parents’ pockets. Between 
lunches, clothes, extra-cur¬ 
ricular activities and birthday 
parties, parents are likely to 
spend between $3,000 to $4,500 
a year, according to a 2013 Fra¬ 
ser Institute paper. 

With their two eldest chil¬ 
dren outgrowing new clothes 
once or twice a year, wardrobe 
costs the Steinfelds the most. 
“With such ever-changing 
weather in Toronto, the need 
for several wardrobes per kid 


makes the cost that much 
greater,” adds mother Katie 
Steinfeld. 

As children move into mid¬ 
dle school and high school, 
expenses become more cum¬ 
bersome, with cellphones and 
data charges added to the mix, 
says Sarah Widmeyer, manag¬ 
ing director and head of Wealth 
Advisory Services for Toronto- 
based CIBC. “There’s a ‘latte fac¬ 
tor’ that comes into play once 


kids start having a cellphone 
and start buying apps,” says 
Widmeyer. “A few dollars on 
a cellphone application may 
not seem like a lot, but it’s an 
attitude that can quickly grow 
out of hand if parents don’t 
stay on top of it.” 

This is why every expense 
should be an opportunity to 
involve kids in the financial 
conversation, adds Widmeyer. 
“Without solid discussion and 


learning around budgeting, 
the differences between needs 
and wants, children can end 
up viewing their parents as a 
personal ATM machine.” 

And it can go on as children 
grow older. More than 50 per 
cent of post-secondaiy students 
will end up asking their parents 
for additional financial support 
throughout school year because 
they’ve run out of money, ac¬ 
cording to an August poll of

The federal government post¬ 
ed a surprise $1.9-billion sur¬ 
plus in 2014-15 — bringing 
the countiy’s books back into 
balance a year earlier than ex¬ 
pected. 

The Finance Department re¬ 
leased year-end figures Monday 
for a period that was supposed 
to instead generate a $2.0-bil- 
lion shortfall. 

The number ends a streak of 
six deficits under the Conserva¬ 
tives and is certain to rever¬ 
berate on the campaign trail. 

The Finance Department 
said the $3.9-billion swing from 
the expected shortfall to sur¬ 
plus was largely due to higher 
revenue — from personal and 
corporate income taxes — that 
rang in $3 billion higher than 
projected as well as positive 
year-end adjustments. 

The report also found ex¬ 
penditures were lower. Pro¬ 
gram spending was $800 mil¬ 
lion lower than forecast, while 
public debt charges were $100 
million lower than expected. 

The Finance Department 
noted the 2014-15 surplus fol¬ 
lows the $5.2-billion deficit 
posted by Ottawa in 2013-14.

No greater deterrent 
exists to youth 
involvement in politics 
than the current obsession 
with who said what or did 
what on the Internet. 



Would you pee into a coffee 
mug? And if that coffee mug 
belonged to a complete stran¬ 
ger, would you rinse it out in 
his or her kitchen sink sans 
dish soap? 

Thanks to a federal elec¬ 
tion rife with bizarre scandals, 
these questions have been 
weighing on my mind lately 
And I’ve come to an uncom¬ 
fortable conclusion. 

It’s (remotely) possible that 
I, too, like Jeny Bance, the 
former Conservative candidate 
and former contractor caught 
urinating into a homeowner’s 
coffee mug on CBC’s Market¬ 
place in 2012, might urinate 
one day in the wrong recep¬ 
tacle. Because like Bance and 
his contemporaries — Can¬ 
adian political candidates who 
have erred on camera and 
online — I am a human being 
prone to strange stupidity. 

Like Ala Buzreba, former 
Liberal candidate in the rid¬ 
ing of Calgary Nose Hill who 
recently resigned from the 
campaign after it was revealed 
she made offensive comments 
on Twitter as a teen, I have 
written questionable things 
in a public forum (see this 
column). 

Like Katherine Swampy, 
an NDP candidate running in 
Alberta’s Battle River-Crowfoot 
riding, I have posted numer¬ 
ous regrettable photos and 
statements on Faceboolc. 
Swampy is in the hot seat this 
month for explicit comments 
she made on Faceboolc in 
2011 and an Instagram photo 
— also outdated — in which 
her husband is seen point¬ 
ing a gun the NDP has since 
claimed is a toy. 

Mind you, unlike former 
Toronto-Danforth Conserva¬ 
tive candidate Tim Dutaud 
(who, like Bance and Buzreba, 
has also dropped out of the 
race) I have never faked an or¬ 
gasm on YouTube in the name 


of comedy. But tomorrow is 
another day. 

It appears this election cam¬ 
paign is inextricably linked to 
a series of technology-driven 
scandals. And these scandals 
are disturbing not because 
they reveal a gross or grossly 
immoral streak in the polit¬ 
ical candidates involved, but 
because they foretell instant 
doom for anyone under the 
age of 30 who would like to 


get into politics. 

Millennials — boomerang 
kids, ingrates, whatever the 
current term is for people 
aged 18-33 — are not univer¬ 
sally prone to peeing in the 
wrong places and tweeting 
obscenities. 

But considering that our 
digital trail was spawned in 
preadolescence, chances are 
that at least one of us has 
done one or more of these 
things (and worse) at some 
point, and that these indiscre¬ 
tions have been preserved, 
like dinosaur DNA, for eter¬ 
nity. 

From where I sit, no greater 
deterrent exists to youth in¬ 
volvement in politics than the 


current obsession with who 
said what or did what on the 
Internet, especially when you 
said or did it in a fifth-dimen¬ 
sion bizarro world — i.e. high 
school. 

Couldn’t a 20-something 
would-be prime minister 
purge incriminating material 
of herself from the Internet? 

I recently found a video on 
Faceboolc, in which I am ob¬ 
viously drunk and attempting 


to sing a Dubstep remix of a 
Hilaiy Duff song — a video I 
had no idea existed (maybe be¬ 
cause I don’t remember it hap¬ 
pening), a video I have tried 
and failed to erase, repeatedly. 

Missteps like Swampy’s and 
Buzreba’s will likely increase 
tenfold when younger genera¬ 
tions start running for politics. 

The difference though, is 
that when they do, good can¬ 
didates — not just nutty fringe 
ones — will have to step away 
from promising careers for 
no other reason than that 
they are normal people with 
social lives and an Internet 
connection. Which is a shame 
because none of us, save for 
the truly prudish, partisan or 


humourless, is genuinely in¬ 
censed when someone makes 
a stupid mistake in a public 
forum — a mistake that in¬ 
jures no one but him or her¬ 
self (except in the case of Jeny 
Bance and the homeowner 
who, let us pray, did not drink 
out of that mug). 

We could hope, of course, 
that there are so many In¬ 
ternet-driven scandals in the 
future that they cancel each 
other out; when eveiyone’s 
dirty laundiy is waving in the 
air it’s imprudent to tell the 
person next to you he smells 
bad. But in case they don’t, I’d 
like to propose a new system 
whereby we judge candidates 
not by their past mistakes but 
by the nature of their repent¬ 
ance. Given the opportunity 
to make things right, do they 
apologize sincerely and even 
gracefully, or do they prove to 
be as clueless and obnoxious 
as their initial sins indicated? 

Are they contrite, or do 
they double down the same 
way disgraced Hydro One 
employee, Shawn Simoes of 
#FHRITP notoriety did? Chan¬ 
ces are, had Simoes apologized 
immediately after City repor¬ 
ter Shawna Hunt called him 
out for being a boor, instead of 
suggesting she was lucky she 
didn’t have a vibrator in her 
ear, his public shaming would 
not have been nearly as devas¬ 
tating, nor deserved. 

Whether we like to admit it 
or not, clean slates are extinct.

YOUR RIDE 

The secret to a safe 
route to school? No 
wheels on the bus 



What’s safer: “Calming” driv¬ 
ers around schools to dissuade 
them from speeding? Or 
getting kids heading to school 
out of cars and back onto their 
feet? 

Kim Kelly is a physician and 
a mother of two who lives in 
Belgravia. She has an answer 
to that question. She argues 
that the best way to make our 
streets safer for kids is to get 
out of cars altogether. 

To that effect, this Sep¬ 
tember marks the fifth year 
Kelly has organized a “walking 
school bus” to the local school. 

What’s a walking school 
bus? Imagine a school bus — 
all kids and a few supervisors 
— minus the, well, school 
bus. The kids walk as a pack 
toward their school, gathering 
others along the way. You can’t 
ignore a walking school bus, 
and that’s the idea — kids are 
safer if they’re in a group and 
if drivers have no choice but to 
yield to their walking. 

The concept also forces par¬ 
ticipants to check their own 
unchallenged biases. 

“I saw a lot of kids being 
dropped off in cars, knowing 
that they lived three or four 
blocks away,” Kelly said. 

She started talking to fellow 
parents and discovered surpris¬ 
ing things. For one, parents 
saw driving as a convenience. 
They believed they were saving 
time, even if they weren’t. 

Secondly: “People are 


actually scared to walk on the 
streets,” she said. “The whole 
‘stranger danger’ is still in 
people’s minds.” 

Yet, Belgravia is one of the 
safest neighbourhoods in the 
city. In 2010, there were three 
instances of violent crime. The 
average number in Edmonton 
neighbourhoods was 19.31. 

The fact that this belief per¬ 
sists, in the face of discrediting 
evidence, is proof of wide¬ 
spread cultural “fearmonger- 
ing” about our streets, Kelly 
said. 

The walking school buses 
aim to empower kids to walk 
their neighbourhood, eventu¬ 
ally alone. Several “buses” col¬ 
lect kids. Each day, a different 
parent walks them to school. 

Over time, Kelly has found 
the walking bus has encour¬ 
aged other children and 
families to walk. That’s a quick 
way to create a safer street for 
pedestrians — having more 
pedestrians on it. 

Kelly has seen parents 
develop a more positive at¬ 
titude toward their streets. She 
points out that walking buses 
have been an effective way for 
parents to relax their “heli¬ 
copter parenting” and work 
through some of their “fear 
issues, which may be totally 
overblown” about the level of 
crime in the neighbourhood. 

With more eyes on the 
street and fewer cars, said 
Kelly, “The neighbourhood 
feels safer for eveiyone.”

They’re cute, they’re cuddly and they love 
unconditionally — what’s not to love about 
puppies? 

Puppies may be the most loyal pets, and 
they also make great stress relief distractions 
for overwhelmed post-secondary students, 
which is why “puppy rooms” are popping up 
in universities and college across the country. 

From Vancouver’s Simon Fraser University 
to the University of Calgary to Dalhousie 
University in Halifax, the growing phenom¬ 
enon is helping students tackle stress with 
pet therapy and is becoming increasingly 
popular at post-secondary institutions, says 
Diana Segboer, Calgary’s PALS (Pet Access 
League Society) executive director. 

“We go into the University of Calgary and 


SAIT once a month and three times a week dur¬ 
ing exams and it’s so popular that people are 
lined up out the door and have to take turns.” 
The free program, dubbed “puppy 


rooms,” popped up in Calgary about two 
years ago and has been a mainstay ever 
since. And with school underway, the pro¬ 
gram will help greet nervous University of 


Calgary and SAIT students later this month. 

“We’re finding students are stressed out 
for a number of reasons and it’s not just 
because of exams. It can be about being away 
from home, leaving everything that is famil¬ 
iar and going off into a strange environment 
with people you don’t know yet. And it can 
be very stressful for students who need an 
outlet.” 

Puppies are generally cute and cuddly, 
which is why they can help students deal 
with stressful situations, Segboer says. 

“Nothing else matters in those moments. 
Animals don’t judge. They’re in the moment 
and all they care about is giving you what 
you need, and if at that time it’s just getting 
close and getting a puppy hug, then that’s 
what it is.” 

Former University of Calgary student Mary 
McDonald says the puppy room helped get 
her through some difficult times and encour¬ 
ages first-year students to make a visit to a 
puppy room to ease first-month jitters. 

“You might not realize the impact they can 
have because once you get in that room, you 
can at least temporarily forget about your 
stresses and, honestly, you feel pretty good 
for the rest of the day,” she says.

She defied those odds and graduated with a 
bachelor of social work from the University of 
Calgary faculty of social work. 

“That article became the basis of why I’ve 
done what I’ve done,” says Nepoose, a member 
of the Samson Cree Nation and the oldest of 
seven children. “I didn’t want to be just another 
statistic that got lost in the cracks of society.” 

Nepoose was determined to make a differ¬ 
ence for her community from a young age. 


Even so, she faced significant challenges, 
including gang involvement, an abusive rela¬ 
tionship and battles with drugs and alcohol. 

When her son Kailan Bird came along in 
March 2005, Nepoose realized she needed to 
make changes. 

After taking a number of steps to prepare 
herself for a career in social work, she then fo¬ 
cused on achieving her bachelor degree at the 
faculty of social work’s central and northern 
Alberta campus in Edmonton. 

Now that she has completed the program, 
she has a long-term goal in mind — to own 
her own youth centre.

of his career and with a lucra¬ 
tive new contract, Jones dom¬ 
inated the Eagles’ revamped 
secondary as the Falcons raced 
to a 20-3 halftime lead. It could 
have been even more if not for 
Kilco Alonso’s dazzling one- 
handed interception while fall¬ 
ing backward in the end zone. 

Ryan had another intercep¬ 
tion on the first possession of 
the second half, turning the 
momentum in Philadelphia’s 
favour. The Atlanta quarter¬ 
back finished 23 of 34 for 298 
yards. 

Sam Bradford, in his first 
regular-season game in near¬ 
ly two years and making his 
debut for the Eagles, was 36 
of 52 for 336 yards. But Phila¬ 
delphia’s much-hyped running 
game, led by newcomer DeMar¬ 
co Murray, was largely a bust. 

After leading the NFL with 
more than 1,800 yards rushing 
in Dallas last season, Murray 
was held to nine yards on eight 
carries. Ryan Mathews had 
only four yards, while Darren 
Sproles led the way with 50 
yards on the ground. 

Coach Chip Kelly’s up-tempo 
offence looked unstoppable 
in the pre-season but bogged 


down in the first half against 
the fired-up Falcons, who hope 
the energetic Quinn can turn 
things around from a 10-22 
showing the last two seasons 
under Mike Smith. 

Other than a 69-yard drive 
that led to a field goal, the 
Eagles generated just 56 yards 


on their other seven first-half 
possessions. Jones, on the 
other hand, was unstoppable 
hauling in eight passes for 97 
yards before halftime, includ¬ 
ing touchdowns of four and 
22 yards. The Eagles clamped 
down in the second half, but 
Jones finally got loose for his 


only catch after the break — 
a 44-yarder that set up Matt 
Bryant’s winning field goal 
from 47 yards with 6:27 left. 
Biyant also connected from 41, 
39 and 44 yards. It didn’t take 
long for the Eagles to capture 
the momentum after halftime.
